SANTO’S STORY OF HIA DEED. 
In his Oret examination just after the as- 
Sassination of President Carnot, Santo de- 
scribed his deed and the incidents immedi- 


ately preceding it. He said that he worked 
or his employer at Cette up to l0o’clocK on 
the Saturday, when he received the balance 
of bis wages, 25 francs, besides which he had 
about Sfrancs in his pocket. After buying 
the dagger he spent histimeat the Cafedu 
Gard, and at 3 o’clock he took the train for 


MountbDazin and Moutpellier. As he had 
hearly seven hours to wait at the 
latter place he called on Mme. Laborie, 


whom he bad known at Cette, and spent 
the evening with her and her husband, 
They accompanied him to the station, when 
he left ath:23. He booked for Taracson 
and thence for Avignon. Then he found 
his money running short, so he took a ticket 
for Vienna, and finished the journey to 
Lyons on foot. When he reached the city he 
was ata loss to find his way but partly by 
asking passers-by, partly by following the 
crowd, he reached the Palace of the Bourse. 
He heard people say thatthe President was 
was to come out soon to go to the Grand 
Theater, and he waited. 

The manner in which the erowd was 
drawn up showed me which way the Presi- 
dent would pass, he continued, but I saw 
that I should be unable to reach him from 
where I stood, for I was on the left, and I 
knew that the person of highest rank always 
sat on the right in a carriage.’’ 

But for the merest accident Caserio would 
have had to remain on the left, and the Pres- 
ident would have escaped. The police would 
let no one cross the road, but just as the 
murderer was beginningtO despair, a car-

SHANGHAI, China, Aug. ?.—Reports have 
been received here from foreign officials at 
Seoul thatthe Chinese, under Gen. Yes, on 
Sunday last, defeated the Japanese forces 
near Asan, The Japanese withdrew 
to Seoul, the Corean Capital. 
Twenty thousand of the Manchurian 
Ohinese troops have crossed the 
Corean frontier and are marching upon 
Seoul, Manchuria is the Chinese province 
bordering Corea on the north. The force 
marching from Manchuria greatly outnum- 
ders the Japanese troops in Corea, and if the 
Japanese force at Seoul is not reinforced it 
will be overwhelmed, 

An official telegram received here from 
Tien Tsin says that in the battle of July 27 
and 28 at Yashan, the Japanese were re- 
pulsed with a loss of over 2,000 men. 

The steamer Wachang, which has arrived 
here, reports that the Chineese fleet was at 
anchor at Weidatwei on the evering of July 
81.

The Cheu Yuen, which was sunk, 
was the sister ship of the Ting Yuen. Thes 
two were by all odds the biggest battleships 
and the heaviest armored vessels in 
China's navy. The Chen had a displacement 
of 7,480 tons, was 308 feet 5 inches in length, 
with a beam of 59 feet. She was built of 
had twin screws, 6,200 horse- power 
and a speed of 14% knots. She was a barbette 
ship, with heavy armorand a 12-inch turret. 
She haa nineteen guns, four of them 12-inch 
Krupp rifies and two Fish torpedo tubes. 
The Ting Yuen was the Chen Yuen’s exact 
counterpart. The Chin Yuen and the Ching 
Yuen were also sister ships. 

If these four boats were the ones engaged 
on the Chinese side you may be sure there 
were a good many more than the 1,000 China- 
men the cables report as being disabled. 
The chief battle ships havea complement of 
more than 500 men, officers and crew of each 
of the two cruisers about one-third as many. 
This force is carried in times of peace, and 
anyone famillar with the Chinese nos 
that if the ships were going into battle they 
would be simply crowded with sailors.

London Wot ati to Hie Liking— 
Edinburgh and the Provincial Cities 
Disagreeab!y Dull—-Ameriean Girls 
Beat the World—Did Not Overlook a 
Thing im the French Capital— Anxious 
to Meet Peter Jackson. 


New Tonk, Aug. 2?2.—James John Corbett, 
who returned from Europe yesterday on the 
Majestie, last night wrote the following story 
of how Europe struck him tor the Post-Drs- 


Faro: j 

I wasaway for four months. I visited all 
the cities of England and Scotiand—London, 
Liverpool, Manchester, Newcastle, Glasgow , 
Edinburgh. In Ireland I gave performances 
at Dublin, Belfast and other cities and a 
benefitatthe town where my father was 
born. I Was in Paris a week. That was the 
only place I went on the Oontinent. 
The best time I had was in Ireland. 
It was great, the way the people 
received me. My mother wus born in 
Dablin, and when 1 went to the hotel there 
late at night, a tremendous crowd go 
around the hotel, and I had to getup at 
midnight and make a speech on the Dalcony. 
Bat the Dest ofall was im Ballinroe, where 
my father was born. I saw the room he was 
born ia. My uncle had made arrangements 
to take me off the train at a little station to 
one side, bat the people got onto it and they 
marched down there, about 1, 200 ofthem. It 
was at nightand they carried torches made 
of stick, with pieces of peat on the end. I had 
to make a speech, and then they played and 
Sang and danced. Kverybody danced. Alot 
of little girls were barefooted and ragged, 
but they danced, too. I gave a benefit for 
the poor, and it netted about $3,000, which I 
turned over to — uncle, who is a priest 
there. Wheniieftthe streets were arched 
with green, and the poor people even 
had illuminated their houses with little can- 
dies. They took tne horses from my car- 
riage and pulled it along. Everybody kissed 
me, men, women, children, girls—every- 
body. I never was so touched in my life. 

There is a lot of pretty airls in Ireland; 
such fine complexions, such bright eyes. But 
then that’s noted the worid over. 

DON’T LIKE LONDON. 

I ned London ing way, and in a way li 
didn’t. They don’t treat a man right there, 
that is, the upper classes. They put two 
prise fighters in the ring like rats, and if 
they Goa’t go at each other they shout and 
urge them on. The best thing in London 
was the music balls. They are great. But 
in most ways London is not in it with New 
Tork. Idon’t think much of the kaglisn 
giris. They can’t talk to you like the Ameri- 
can girlecan. Give me the American girls 
every time, 

There wasn’t much in London that im- 
pressed mo. I went to see Westminster 
Abbey. * But Lleft the sight-seeing to my 
wife. I don't thing much of this thing of 
chasing around looking at things. I passed 
Kdiandur -h Oastie every day for a 
week, but I didn’t care to go in, and 
I did not go in. The House of Commons 
is a big building of course, but London is a 
slow town. The way they serve drinks there 
is rotten. Why, such a thing as lee is out of 
the question. in some places if you ask for 
ice they think you are crest There was not 
anything Gt to drin and d not care much 
for what they had to eat. ,They did not have 
any fruits, and that and the ice worried me 
allthetime. Idon’t care much for the En- 
glish hotels, me to be 
run right. They are all so Slow. If you want 
a sandwich, why, they Dring you in fort 
courses before you get tho sandwich. It 
takes them three hours to eat a dinner which 
I only take three-quarters of an hour to dis- 

eof at most. dia not get on with them 
at all well. Their ideas of things were so 
different and they and 1 could not talk to- 
getner. 
TREATED WELL PROFESSIONALLY. 

Imet several Lords there, but they did 
not strike me as beilnganything out of the 
ordinary. The best treatment I, got was 
from Clarence Mackey. You see 1 started in 
life in his famous bank in San Francisco and 
the way he treated me was out of sight. But I 


will say the English audiences treated me 
well. Whenever I'd come out, if it were only to 
say a line and make my exit, they’d applaud 
as if they were glad to bave me on the stage. 

Anotber thing li liked in London Was the 
cabs. They do get you about ina hurry. 
You jamp in and those little two-wheelers 
wheel you over the ground. —— dart in 
and out and around corners and get you 
where you want to go in no time, They did 
everything they could for me in London, but 
somehow I didn’t seem to be satisfied. 
don't see how London comes in with New 
York. They have no elevated roads, no 
cable cars, no trolleys; nothing but a lot of 
things as big as a nouse that go plugging 
and never get anywhere. Then there were 
the cities in the provinces. They are 
mighty dull. I didn’t kKBow what to do vita 
myselfthere. I made my people sit up with 
me to keep me from falling asleep too early. 
It was awful and Edinburgh only on Sunday 
is very dull. 1 got on pretty well in London 
on sunday, because Icould drive, and then 
there vas — Prince of Weles’ club in the 
evening. ut outside of London life was not 
worth the while. They Wouldn’t let you 
play pool or billiards any night after 11 or 12 
o’clock, and you could not get anything to 
eat after midnight to save your lire. 

PLEASED WITH PARIS. 

But Paris, that’s the town, That’s the 
„hottest“ place I ever struck. Why, life 
is one long holiday. Nobody seems to be 
working. Nobody seems to do anything. They 
are just out ehjoying themselves. And, say, 
the boulevards ana the Bois and the Champs 
Elysees and the cafes with the pretty giris 
marching by! That’s the city for me, next 
to New York, of course. 

The French like the American people right 
straight through, and 1 don't believe the 
English Go lke them. I got on with the 
French well, though I couldn't say a word 
of their taik or they of English. I went 
everywhere in Paris. III say that I ding’t 
overlook anything, and that covers the 
case. Isaw everything. Well, I won't go 
into details, but there’s nothing slow about 
Paris;andthe women are pretty and well 
dressed, I was going — say they were the 
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way [ aid very wei. 

I got in with five Americans in Paris and 
they did not have anything but money. They 
thered me right in With them and 1 aid not 
ies a thing.I Was in every restaurant in Par- 
is worth king of, I cannot remember the 
names, butI was there.

PORTED TO HAVE MADE CONCESSIONS. 


Grand Chief Michael Dolphin’s Report of 


A. U. Is Dead—Trainmen’s Grievance 
Committee. 


The mission of Assistant Grand Chief 
Michael M. Dolphin of the Brotherhood of 
Ratiway Telegraphers and F. W. Barron, 
Uhairman of the Grievance Committee of the 
Iron Mountain Telegraphers, to this city, to 
secure an adjustment of dimiculties de- 
tween some of the members of 
this organization and the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad system, according to the state- 
ments of these gentlemen, has been attended 
with gratifying success. They arrived here 
yesterday. Mr. Dolphincame from Kansas 
City and Mr. Barron from Little Rock, Ark. 

There were two particular grievances 
which they wished to lay before the officials 
ofthe road. The one which was considered 
of the greatest importance was in relation to 
a train dispatcher, whom a yardmaster of 
the Iron Mountain in Little Rook had at- 
tempted to coerce into leaving the Brother- 
hood or lose his position. The other bad 
réference to the cases of two train dis- 

tchers at Little Rock who went out at the 
ime of the A. R. U. strike and lost 
their itions. Their reinstatement was 
desi . These cases, with several others of 
minor importance, were latd before General 
Manager dridge yesterday and ajsatisfac- 
tory agreement arrived at. 

ACTED WITHOUT AUTHORITY. 

Mr. Doddridge informed us, said Mr. 
Dolphin this morning. that the yardmaster 
at Little Rock dad aeted entirely without 


any authority from him. It was the desire, 
he sald, of his road to pee along 
with its employes with a possibie 
harmony and they had no idea of inaugura- 
ting any policy of warfare against our Broth- 
erhood, he rumor that this road has 
asked all train dispatchers belonging to our 
organization to witadraw,I know to false. 
Mr. Doddridge also consented to the re-in- 
statement of the train dispatchers who 
struck, and so we feelthat our mission has 
Deen successful.’’

PSYCHOLOGICAL EPILEPSY. 


Successful Operation om Leonard Hurley 
at the Hospital. 


Leonard Hurley, a patient at the City Hos- 
pitai, on whom an operation was performed 
to relleve a compression of the brain, which 
caused bim to suffer witha disease called 
psychological epilepsy, will get well. 

Psychological epilepsy is not a common digg 


ease. Medical journals report very few 
cases Ofthe kind. In Hurley’s case it was 
caused by his being hit on the head by a po- 
lice man's elud. The patient, when he was 
brought to the City Hospital, was insane. He 
is now in the possession of all his facuities. 
The operation consisted of the removal of a 
hard tissue which was compressing the 
Drain. Dr. Heine Marks, referring to the 
modern methods of brain surgery, said: 

A surgeon can now tell the centers of 
activity and can paralyzealmost any portion 
of the body, such as the iimbs or the tongue, 
by removing a certain portion of the brain. 
The functions of every part of the brain are 
now known and there remains but one prob- 
lem to solve in brain surgery and that is the 
old one of discovering the part ofthe brain 
1 it possible for human de ings to 
thiak.’’

St. Louis’ Population According to the 
School Census. 


The recent school census taken in Chicago 
gives the total enrollment of scholars in the 
public schools, under 21 years of age, as 658,- 
860. From this the population is computed to 
be 1,567,727. The annual apportionment 


table of Missouri State school moneys, made 
upon a basis of the number of scholars in the 
schools under u years of age and just issued 
by L. E. Wolfe, State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools, gives the total number of 
scholars in the public schools inthis city as 
158,852. Estimating the population from 
these gures and applying the same method 
as that made in making the Ohicago com- 
putation, this would give St. Louis a popula- 
tion of 589,069 persons. Gould’s estimate, 
based upon the number of names in the 
directory for 1894, was 596, 157. 

The general rule employed in estimating 
the population from the school census is to 
multiply the number of scholars enrolled by 
8.72, the result giving the estimated popula- 
tion. In Chicagothe census is taken in a 
much more elaborate manner than here, The 
appropriation for 1894 is $137,003.38.

Young Tarpe eried bitterly whenhe was 
informed that he would never fully recover 
from his injury, He said he did not Know 
how his mother would manage to live with- 
out his wages which, he said, he always 
gave to her.
